hospital project is to be tried with- 
out federal aid. 


Chamber President Mike Kelly 


and a committee will ask County 
Judge C. Cook to proceed with the 
venture as a $450,000 locally-paid 
hospital instead uf a $900,000 fed- 
eral-aid job. There's no federal aid 
now, 
none in immediate prospect, 


;md the average citizen has a feel- 
ing anyway that $1 of local tax 
money will buy as much public 
service us $2 loaded with the Wash- 
ington bureaucrats' "cut." 


The county hospital seems to me 


as a good a place as any to have a 
showdown on the whole phoney 
federal-aid 
business. 
"Federal 


aid" has degenerated into a politi- 
cal toll road over which no local 
community works may travel un- 
less they pay tribute to the gabby 
road-agents who swarm 
out of 


Washington as though they owned 
the turnpike. 


We had notice u year ago that 


some counties still have the cour- 
age and gumption to plan their own 
works and levy their own taxes. 
In a roundup newsstory on hospitals 
of southwest Arkansas this writer 
reported, during the fall of 1950, 
that both Howard and LaFaycttc 
counties had built modern hospitals 
without a dime's federal aid. Both 
counties are smaller in population, 
h.-ivf less wealth and taxing power, 
k than Hempstead. 


My theory is that every time we 


say a favorable word for federal 
aid we arc merely polishing up the 
Washington brass and inviting their 
collectors 
to hike the toll-gate 


charge again. You'll know what I 
mean come next Thursday. That's 
November 1. Your income tax will 
go up again, about 12 or 13 pet- 
cent more than you are now pay- 
ing. 


I'd like to see Hempstead county 


build a hospital all southwest Ar- 
kansas can be proud of. And the 
only hospital we can be proud of is 
one we plan and pay for ourselves. 


And the local tax with which we 


finance that hospital is deductible 
on our income 
tax 
returns. 
If 


local citizens do their duty every- 
where maybe some of these fed- 
eral Johnny-Come-Latolies who arc 
so keen about managing every town 
and county in America will get dis- 
couraged and go back home to 
Palooka, Tenn., and get an honest 
job — like washing cars or. some- 
thing.

With 13 seconds to go Camdcn's 


Catling heaved a high, long 60-yard 
pass to a couple of Cnmdcn play- 
ers on about the 15 yard line. Roth 
were completely covered by Hope 
defenders with one batting the ball 
downward. One Camden man, Tod 
Bradshaw stumbled and was con- 
sidered completely out of the play 
—but the deflected ball went right 
in his arms and he stumbled on 
over the goal before falling. Cling- 
nn kicked extra point and that was 
the ball game. 


It was a hcartbreakcr for the 


Bobcats who slightly outplayed the 
visitors most of the game. The con- 
test was a bruising battle between 
lines that wouldn't yield. The Pan- 
thers were held to two first downs 
and only 31 yards rushing the en- 
tire first half while Hope rolled im 
96 yards.

HSTC Students 
to Teach in 
Hope Schools 


Four Henderson State Teachers 


College student teachers will be- 
gin their second week ot practice 
teaching in the Hope public schools 
Monday, October 29. They are a, 
part of a class of 27 students spend- 
ing a full nine weeks of their sen- 
ior year off-campus in actual teach- 
ing situations, Taylor Lindsey, dir- 
ector of the program announced. 


This is the first semester that 


Henderson students have gone off- 
campus to live while taking this 
phase of their teacher education 
training. While this practice teach- 
ing idea is not new to the profes- 
sion, it is believed to be the first 
time an Arkansas college has used 
it, except in the field of home eco- 
nomics. 


Five 
schools 
were selected for 


standards required. They are Hope 
Hot Springs, Little Rock, Arkadcl- 
phia and Prcscott. Counselors for 
the practice teachers were chosen 
from the faculty of each of these 
schools on a basis of training and 
experience. 


In reference to the new program 


Dr. D. D. McBrien, president of, 
Henderson State Teachers, said, 
"We believe that there may be 
mutual profit to the college, to 
the participating schools, to the 
students, and to the education pro- 
fession from this program." 


Supervising teachers from HSTC 


periodically visit both the student 
teachers and their councclors, Mr. 
Lindsey said. 


Through this visitation program 


the students may work under act- 
ual conditions, yet be able to re- 
ceive college supervision at the 
same time.

lish; Mary Rushing Gray, Ameri- 
can History, Joe W. Campbell, 
Government and Bettie S. Emia- 
ston, fifth grade. 


Their counselors in the Hope 


schools are: Mrs. Joe Amour, Miss 
Sarah Payton, Mr. Lawrence Mar- 
tin, and Mrs. F. J. Burroughs. 


While in Hope these students 


are encouraged to take part in 
school, church and other civic ac 
Uvities, Lindsey said.

Truman Pledges 
to Do Best in 
Inflation Fight 


Washington, Oct. 27 (/I')— Presi- 


dent Truman said today that "the 
tools congress has given us, to curb 
inflation xxx are not good enough 
to do the job as it should be done. 


But ho pledged his administration 


to do "its best" with the tools at 
hand. 


Mr. Truman's latest attack on the 


price control law was in a speech 
prepared for the dedication of 
a 


small triangular parkway here to 
the memory of Samuel Gompcrs 
pioneer American labor leader.

said. He added: 


"These 
special 
interests have 


adopted the principle 
that

control is all right if it does not 
require them to absorb a penny 
more in costs, or forego a. penny 
of profit, no matter how high their 
profits may be. This is the main 
idea behind the terrible Capehart 
amendment, which I tried to have 
removed from 
the price 
control 


law." 


This referred to a provision writ- 


ten into the- law tci allow cerlalit 
increases in ceiling prices in pro- 
portion to production cost increases 
since the original price-freeze. 


Mr. Truman always refers to the 


provision as the Capehart amend- 
ment, although Senior 
Capehart 


(R-lnd) insists he was only one of 
several 
senators 
sponsoring the 


measure. The administration failed 
in efforts to eliminate the provision 
before 
congress 
adjourned 
last 
week.

"There has been a campaign to 


rewrite our labor relations laws so 
that they would favor employers 
against their employees," he de- 
clared. "There has been a plot to 
devise legal machinery to cut the 
strength of organized labor into lit- 
tle pieces, and to entangle each 
piece in a snare of legal restric- 
tions and red tape."
